PURPOSE: To attain full satisfaction as a sports game, by a method wherein 
course guards for repulsing a slider are provided on both sides of an inclined 
plane, and repulsing members, which are combined with obstacles, are also 
located at proper positions, and for the slider, both an inner pan for rotating 
independently and brakes with a function varying a sliding direction are pro- 
vided. 

CONSTITUTION: On both sides of a slope 1, repulsing guards 5 for a course 
guard, which repulse a rotary slider 2 into a course when it collides with them, 
are provided ranging from a start 3 to the nearby place of a goal 4, and near 
the goal 4, the width of the course is gradually made narrow and shock- 
absorbing guards 6 are provided. The rotary slider 2 is composed of both an 
outer pan 9 and an inner pan 11 which is rotatably assembled with the outer 
pan through a bearing 10. In the outer pan 9, a cylindrical brake support 13 
is raised at the central part of a slider pan 12 of which the slide surface of 
its exterior is coated with a coating agent. On the top the support 13, four 
brake levers 14 protruded are provided radially and the direction of a sliding 
course can be controlled in sliding on the course.

PURPOSE: To enjoy an unexpectedly -funny motion, by a method wherein input 
timing of a sound signal inputted by sensor is detected, and a motor is turned 
clockwise or counterclockwise by its timing, and an ornamental device is operat- 
ed thereby. 

CONSTITUTION: A device with the title circuit is composed as follows. A rotary 
body 2 is rotatably placed on a base stand 1 for an ornamental device with 
a built-in sound-detecting circuit and on the basis of the amount of sound caught 
by microphones 4a, 4b, a motor provided within the rotary body 2 is turned 
in the direction of an arrow mark. When a sound signal is inputted to one 
microphone earlier than the other, the motor is turned in the direction of one 
microphone and after that, its rotation is not impeded even though a sound 
is inputted to the other microphone.

PURPOSE: To obtain the expantional body of a balloon in the state of tension, 
which is easily recoverable even though slackness occurs on the expantional 
body of the balloon filled, and the slackness is removable by heat and contrac- 
tion even though the expantional body of the balloon becomes more slack, 
by a method wherein a thermocontractable film having a specific coefficient 
of area contraction is used. 

CONSTITUTION: After polypropylene resin is fusion-extruded through a round 
die and is cooled and solidified, it is stretched by an inflation method and is 
made into a thermocontractable film excellent in gas barrier property. The 
thermocontractable film, the coefficient of area contraction of which is over 
10% in an atmosphere of 80°C, is thus obtained. A circular bag is sealed with 
this thermocontractable film for a balloon and a gas-charging port is formed 
and thus the balloon is made. 
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
